Moreover, that was an exceedingly solemn moment to 
his youthful mind.

PROBLEM 

" But, after all, what is the source of this friendship of 
the princess for you," continued Michel, after a pause;

Such good 
fortune may occur once in a hundred times ; but even 
then, on the day when it occurs to me, I shall owe my 
bread to the patronage of the rich man, who is beginning 
to be interested in me.
